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STATISTICS IN STONES

The rapid deterioration of many of our old cemeteries by nature's erosion plus the thoughtless- 
ness and neglect by the general public makes it imperative that this source of vital records be 
preserved as soon as possible. On cemetery recording trips tombstones are often found to be so 
weathered that even the most patient methods cannot bring out the names and vital dates. Some- 
times the gravestones are broken. This is often the work of nature but occasionally the result 
of vandalism. In one cemetery it was obvious that many markers had been removed wholesale, 
What reason for this, unless perhaps it was to construct an unusual and ghoulish patio? 


Other cemeteries are found overgrown with weeds, grass, and bushes. They apparently have been 
forsaken a good many years, as animal burrows, trails and old nests are in evidence. Another 
danger threatening the cemeteries is the construction of turnpikes and freeways, as well as the 
rehabilitation of cities and towns. How many markers have already fallen to bulldozer crews? 
Once they are destroyed, there is no such thing as recovering them later. And often, a marker 
is the keystone upon which ancestry can be reconstructed. 


Set aside time THIS coming spring and summer to search out and copy the inscriptions of as many 
old cemeteries in your township or county as possible. It is a satisfying experience as well 
as a delightful and relaxing change in routine. The combination of fresh air and easy exercise 
soon has you aware of nature's own beautiful distractions. Set your own pace. The quietness 
soon alerts your senses and you find in addition to copying inscriptions you are listening to a 
symphony of nature's musicians. If you take a good friend or two along, the work goes quickly 
and the data can be checked right then. 


A few suggestions on “how to". The data MUST be checked after it has been recorded to insure 
accuracy in copying. It goes a bit faster if two or more people take the graveyard census. 

But it can be done alone, if need be. On larger cemeteries, it is usually possible to divide 
it roughly into halves or thirds. Each individual takes a section and should copy EXACTLY the 
inscription on each marker. Be careful that you do not miss any stones. Pillar-type stones or 
monuments very often have inscriptions on more than one face, so it is a good idea to check each 
side. Once you have finished copying the data in your section, then switch notebooks with your 
companion and continue on - but with this difference - you will now be checking to see that no 
tombstones or data were overlooked in the other section. This will also serve as a cross-check 
on the accuracy of the information your associate tabulated. Meantime, your own entries are 
being checked by your collaborator. If you are assembling the data by yourself, it is suggested 
that after you have finished writing up the cemetery you go back on a different day to check 
your entries as it is better to have a fresh outlook when reviewing them. Far too often, a 
figure reading 1233, when it is checked later in the day will still look like 1833, but a new 
day reveals that surely it is 1883. 


Take several pieces of chalk along to use on stones where the inscriptions are not readily dis- 
cernible. By sliding the chalk back and forth over the questionable area, the flat surface will 
be whitened and the incised letters and figures show up more clearly. From time to time, you 
will come across old tombstones made of soft stone and because of having faced the weather, they 
are so badly worn that a complete entry is not obtainable. Do not pass them up, but record as 
much remaining information as possible. Sometimes it will help to hold the white page of your 
notebook so that the sun's rays reflect on the inscription, or if the light is too direct, shade 
the inscription with your notebook. Remember also, it is very important to write down the ‘loca- 
tion of the cemetery - township and county as well as its location in relation to nearest town 
and major road - so that it can be found by searchers in the future. 


After you have completed a cemetery or two, send the material to the DSGR Magazine or to your 
local historical library, or both, for preservation. Your own pleasure in making such contri- 
butions for the use of searchers now, and down through the years, will be a wonderful return 
for your investment in time and effort.

John C. Boggs arrived at "loods Dry Diggings" (Auburn) on Sept. 28, 1849; was a storekeeper 

and postmaster. Came to California by way of the Isthmus of Panama, arriving in San Francisco 
on September 14, 1849. Was sheriff, mined successfully, founded the first paper in the county. 
Married in 1857, Lovisa C. Harrington by whom he had two children: John G. Boggs and Belle 
Boggs, who died young. He married, second, April 1899 Alice Watson, who survived. He belonged 
to a distinguished family; his father was a physician; three brothers were ministers and one 
was a lawyer. Had one sister living in Philadelphia at the time of his death.

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CHRISTIAN CLEMENS OF MT. CLEMENS, MICH. 


With Notes on His Forebears and Descendants 


By Rebecca L. Crittenden, Brighton, Mich. 


Christian Clemens, the founder of Mount Clemens, Michigan was born 31 January 1768, accord- 
ing to an entry in his father's Bible. His parents were Dunkards, a branch of the Mennonite sect 
of Pennsylvania Germans, living in Horsham Twp., Philadelphia Co., Pa. at the time of his birth. 


Jacop! CLEMENS, Christian's great, great, grandfather, is the earliest family progenitor 
recorded in the family papers. Because of the persecution of the Mennonites in the latter part 
of the seventeenth century, it is presumed that Jacob was driven from the Lower Palatinate. 
With his family, he took refuge in Holland and was at Bardelome, Holland in 1707. The name of 
his wife does not appear in the records of Gerhart, but one source calls her Mary ---. 


GERHART“ CLEMENS, a son of Jacob’, kept a notebook” or diary, in his own handwriting, down 
to 1740. In this diary, Gerhart recorded that he was born in 1680, and that he came to Pennsyl- 
vania in 1709. In March of that year, he wrote in his diary that he was settling his affairs 
for the removal to America. Some quotations from the diary read, "Anno 1709, March 8, I, Jacob 
Clemens, gave my son Gerhart by my own hand 126 puilders" and "Anno 1709, March 3, I, John 
Clemens, have settled with my brother, Gerhart Clemens and made everything balance regarding 
his purchased goods." Gerhart alse recorded the settlement of accounts with his father-in-law, 
but neglected to mention his name. 

According to tradition, this brother, John, was later a merchant, unmarried, in the city of 
New York and another brother, Jacob, was said to have lived in Chester County, Pennsylvania. 


After arranging his affairs, Gerhart Clemens proceeded to London where his name appeared 
on the first list of Palatines made by the Board of Trade on 3 May 1709. Accompanying him were 
his wife and two sons, aged 5 and 14 years. He was classed as a husbandman and vine-dresser, 
also a "linen cloth weaver", age 28, church affiliation, Baptist. The family sailed from London 
to New York and by October 1709 was in Philadelphia. 


In Pennsylvania, Gerhart Clemens settled first in the Township of Skippack, Philadelphia 
County (Perkiomen Region), where on the 1 May 1711, he purchased a farm of 100 acres from 
Matthias Bibber. He was among the signers of a petition, sent to the Court of Quarter Sessions 
in Philadelphia, 2 June 1713, which resulted in the building of the "The Famous Skippack Road". 
On 14 Feb. 1717/18, he procured 690 acres in Salford Twp., Philadelphia County, out of a tract 
of 3000 acres granted on 10 Sept. 1717 to David Powell. Gerhart, then, received a patent on 
15 April 1734 for the 690 acres. This comprised slightly more than a square mile and was 


*This notebook or diary in later years, came into the possession of Abraham K. Cassel, the 
antiquarian of Salford Township. Upon the death of Mr. Cassel, much of his collection was dis- 
persed; many of his books and diaries were purchased by Juniata College, Huntington County, Pa.

Reif married Gerhart Clemens, who came to America in 1709. Hans, with his wife and family of 
four children, followed in 1710.

on the Rhine (near Mainz) ." Again from this source, Vol. x, No. 2, Whole No. 37, April 1932, 
pages 66 and 67, "Michael Reif...lived at Metterheim, Switzerland where he died about 1684 leav- 
ing a wife and infant daughter. His wife was Kinget Hiestand. In 1685 she married Hans Stauffer 
--eand because of persecution of Mennonites fled from Switzerland and settled near Mainz, on the 
Rhine. According to Hans Stauffer's notebooks, Michael Reif left at least 100 rix dollars (150 
guldens) to his widow and 215 guldens to his daughter Anne. Hans Stauffer seems to have been 
Anne's guardian. At any rate, he held in trust the money, which Anne inherited and which was not 
fully paid over to her until some years after her marriage when they all were settled in 
Pennsylvania."..."Only child of MICHAEL and KINGET REIF, ANNE married GERHARD CLEMENS." 
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located on the Northeast Branch of Perkiomen Creek, the first known settlement in Lower Salford, 
this area becoming Montgomery County in 1784. He built a house on the west side of Branch Creek 
but later erected a larger and more commodious residence on the’east side of the same stream. 

In 1726, he built the first grist mill in Salford Township. Later, he sold parts of his hold- 
ings to his sons Jacob, peo onde, and Abraham. 

On the 9 January 1729/30, Gerhart Clemens was naturalized. He, with his son-in-law, John 
Valentine Kratz were among the signers of a petition to Governor Patrick Gordon on 10 May 1728, 
requesting relief from the Indians. 

Gerhart Clemens, according to family tradition lived his latter years with his son, Jacob. 
He died in Salford Township in 1745.

tHans Stauffer left two notebooks which are deposited with the Pennsylvania Genealogical 
Society, Philadelphia, Pa. They have been translated and extracts from them published by the 
society. The following extracts which relate to GERHART CLEMENS and ANNA REIF are taken from 
The Perkiomen Region, Vol. x, No. 2, April 1932, Whole No. 37, page 79, Appendix XIII. 

"I, Hans Stauffer, my wife Kinget Hiestand had money from her mother from Switzerland 29 R, 
say 29 Guldens. Moreover my wife Kinget Hiestand, when I got her, had 100 R from Michael Reif 
from Metterheim 1685. 

Gerhart Clemens married Anelin Reif in the year 1702. 

I gave out of that which came from Michael Reif for my daughter Anna, called Anel, toward her 
wedding --- . First an ox weighed 120 pounds, a pound for a groschen. Is reckoned together 6 
guldens..-. The groceries for the wedding 2 guldens. Moreover I gave toward the wedding in linen 
cloth 2 guldens. Moreover I gave Anel 2 guldens for the chest 1702 August. Moreover I gave Anel 
a cow and a calf.... I, Hans Stauffer, gave my step daughter Anneli Reif, from the Michael Reif 
heritage, a cow and a calf valued at 18 guldens. I, Hans Stauffer gave my step child Anli Reif 
woolen cloth toward her wedding for 18 guldens, August 9, 1702. 1, Hans Stauffer gave my step 
child Anneli Reif, woolen cloth toward the wedding for 12 guldens, August 9, 1702. 

I, Hans Stauffer, owe my son-in-law Gerhart Clemens of the goods from Metterheim, which came 
from Michael Reif, 160 guldens, say 100 and 60 R. I, Gerhart Clemens, acknowledge that my ® 
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iv Ann, d. 1793; married John Valentine Kratz, b. Palatinate in 1707; d. 1780; 
we arrived in Philadelphia 16 Oct. 1727 on ship, "Friendship" and settled in 
Upper Salford Township. He was one of the original members of the Salford

JCHANNES? CLEMENS (Gerhart, Jacob!). On the fly-leaf of the family Bible of Johannes 
Clemens, it reads, "Johannes Clemens, born at Bardelome, Holland, August 24, 1707. This Bible 
I bought of Johannes Brand for 2 pounds in the year 1750." The Bible was in German, printed at 
Nurnberg in 1747. From Johannes it was passed to his son Garret(Gerhart) of Horsham Township; 
thence to Garret's daughter Catherine (Clemens) Keyser--wife of Rev. Peter Keyser of Germantown-- 
on to their son Peter Keyser; and finally to Abraham Clemens of Upper Sendusky, Chio. Abraham 
was the oldest living male descendant of Garret Clemens at that time. His sons, Alfred C. 
Clemens and Thaddeus F. Clemens gave this Bible to the Burton Historical Collection of the 
Detroit Public Library, Detroit, Michigan in December 1928. 


Recorded in this same Bible was the marriage of Johannes, 6 March 1732, "according to the 
customs of this Country and before witnesses" to Elisabeth Allebacherin, daughter of Christian 
Allebach, a Mennonite farmer. 


On 6 September 1738, Gerhart and Anna conveyed to Johannes 141 acres of land with "a cer- 
tain grist mill, messuage, plantation and tract of land on a branch of Perkiomen Creek." 
Johannes continued to operate the mill until 25 May 1764 when he sold it to Frederick Aldefer. 
This mill, thereafter known as “Aldefer's Mill", was conveyed by Frederick Alderfer to his son, 
John on 1 July 1776. It was situated on the Northeast Branch of Perkiomen Creek, one mile north 
of Lederachsville. 


Children of Johannes and Elisabeth (Allebacherin) Clemens, as recorded in his Bible in 
beautiful German script: 


= i “Our first daughter was born November 30, 1733 and we have called her 
Margaretta, in the sign of the Cancer.

1704, the 24th ---, I gave my son-in-law Gerhart Clemens, in money 5 R, say 5 guldens. On 
New Years day, 1705, I gave Gerhart Clemens 5 R. 

1704 the 2 February, I, Hans Stauffer, gave my son-in-law Gerhart Clemens at Lower Pforsheim 
12 Rir money. /Pforsheim, a town of Baden, one of the four territories which constituted the 
Lower Palatinate, located north of Switzerland and east of Alsace-Lorraine./ 

I, Hans Stauffer, gave my son-in-law, Gerhart Clemens, the horse and enough money to make 
66 R, 1705. I, Hans Stauffer, pave my son-in-law in addition to the horse, 10 R, say 19 guldens. 

1705 the 19 September, I gave my son-in-law 4 guldens. 

Anno 1705 on Christmas day, I, Hans Stauffer pave my son-in-law, Gerhart Clemens in money 3 R. 
T, Hans Stauffer gave my son-in-law 3 malters of oats the 10 March 1706....1, Hans Stauffer gave 
my son-in-law 2 R the 27 July 1706." 

(Some of the above extracts from Hans Stauffer's Notebooks, with additional ones, are con-

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GERHART’ CLEMENS, called GARRET (Johannes3s Cerhart@, Jacob!), was born in Lower Salford 
Twp., Philadelphia Co., Pa., 29 August 17373; died at his home in Horsham Twp., Montgomery Co., 
Pa., 5 Jan. 1799. He married, 11 Nov. 1760, Gertraut(Gertrude) Stauffer, also called Keturah, 
daughter of Christian and Elizabeth Stauffer, a Mennonite farmer who had purchased land and 
settled in Salford Township in 1728. 


Keturah was born in 1742 and died at the home of her daughter, Anna (Mrs. Thomas Rutter) in 
Philadelphia in 1825. Both Garret and Keturah are buried in Germantown, Pa., in the Dunkard 
Burying Ground near the church of which their son-in-law, the Rev. Peter Keyser was pastor. 
Keturah's granddaughter, Harriet(Mrs. Robert Eastman of Mount Clemens, Michigan), when a child 
of five years, remembered her grandmother installed in a high four-poster bed; the grandmother 
spoke not a word of English and she therefore could not understand a word of the conversation 
which passed between her mother and her grandmother. 


Garret Clemens was a Mennonite farmer of the Dunkard faith and because of his conscientious 
scruples against bearing arms was, it is stated by family tradition, fined several times by the 
authorities for not taking part against England in the Revolutionary War. 


His name is recorded on the "Effective Supply Tax" of the County of Philadelphia, Horsham 
Township (as were other Clemens men in both Lower Salford and Gwynedd townships). The "Effec- 
tive Supply Tax", "... being the monthly quota... agreeable to the Directions of an Act of 
General Assembly for funding and redeeming the Bills of Credit of the United tates of America 
and for providing Means to bring the present War to an happy Conclusions: passed in Philadelphia 
the first day of June, 1780." “Assessed the 24th of November, 1780." 

In a township tabulation, "Horsham Men of the Revolution", Garret Clemens is listed: 
"Private, ist Class, Lower Gwynedd, 1777-1780. Paid full muster and substitute fines. Owned 
Nesbitt property on Welsh Road above Tennis Ave." 


The farm of Garret Clemens of 136 acres lay in Horsham Township. His large two-story stone 
house stood on the west side of the New Welsh Road on the eastern edge of Gwynedd Township a 
few rods north of the Plymouth Turnpike and near the junction of Gwynedd, Upper Dublin, and 
Horsham townships. "It was long unoccupied and attracted the attention of passing travellers." 
It was finally pulled down about 1887 to furnish stone for the home of William Atkinson, the 
editor of the Farm Journal. This house stands opposite the Three Tuns Inn and about two miles 
distant from the Clemens home site. A part of the foundation and cellar of the old Garret 
Clemens house where Christian Clemens, founder of Mount Clemens, Michigan, was born remained 
at the time of a visit to the spot in 1925.

It occupied a property at 
6205 Germantown Ave., the house fronting on the street, the grounds extending 
back, together with an ample side yard, for some 800 feet. This is as it was 
in 1902 with large cypress trees and outbuildings including the pastor's study. 
Far in the rear was a tannery in use in his father’s time. On the north line 
was a board fence which was in the thick of the Battle of Germantown as evi- 
denced by the numerous bullet holes which pierced it. Sometime after 1903 the 
family was obliged to take down what remained of the fence and it was stored 
in the attic of the house since it was being gradually demolished by souvenir

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hunters. Mrs. Julia Law Case of Mount Clemens tells of taking a treasured 
piece of this old fence to school one day to exhibit as a family relic of the 
Revolutionary War--and she lost it!

Woodrough(Woodrow). Jacob accompanied his brother, Christian, to Detroit in 
1795 where he bought some town lots and a tract of land along the Rouge River.

Mrs. Hazel Brown, Fenton, Michigan, a collector of antiques, picked this up to preserve it. 
She entrusted it to me on my promise to turn it over to the Editor of The Detroit Society for 
Genealogical Research Magazine. The Smiths named herein are not in my mother's Smith lineage, 
but the given names suggest that while their Smith immigrant ancestor could be my Christopher 
Smith immigrant ancestor, who appeared at Dedham, Mass., about 1638 on probation, was allowed 
to own land there in 1640 and to join the church in 1642; married Mrs. Mary(Farbanke) Metcalf 
in 1654, died in 1676. Had a son, John born 1655 who died about 1722 in Needham, Mass. (See 
7:807-9 Comp. of Am. Genealogy, 1942). 
I recognize names that are common in other lineages which diverge from my Christopher Smith 
and his only son John. Yet this may turn out to have an entirely different immigrant ancestor. 
Other than as shown above, I can contribute nothing toward identifying the persons covered by 
this record.

Later he owned a farm of 
160 acres in Springfield Township near Big Lake, Michigan, located in parts of Sections 29, 32, 
and 36. This land was originally taken up by D. Arthur from the government, and he in turn 
deeded it to George J. Sumner by Warranty Deed on 13 Oct. 1941. George W. Sumner may have been 
the father of Clarissa, as he afterwards deeded the land to John Sutphin. This farm was still 
later owned and operated for many years by Nelson Sutphin, a nephew of John. The land was 
rolling and hilly, and located in a remote and rugged section of Springfield Township. 


The inventory of John's estate, taken in 1355, listed several horses, 3 milk cows, 1 pair 
of 2-year old bulls, 1 calf, and 37 sheep. The sheep were valued at %1.38 per head and the 
wool was priced at 18¢ per pound. John raised wheat and livestock. His real and personal 
estate was valued at $4500. 


Probate Judge Michael E. Crofoot, judge of the Probate Court of Oakland County, Michigan, 
appointed James Stout, a brother-in-law of John Sutphin, administrator of John's estate and 
guardian of his six minor children. James Stout died, 12 Dec. 1856, before settling the estate 
and Sebring Voorhies, a friend of the family, was appointed the new administrator and legal 
puardian of the three youngest children, James, Lavina, and Clarissa Jane. The children were 
taken into the homes of relatives.

Ephraim Millard spent his whole life as a farmer at Rehoboth. On 4 May 1733, Jonathan 
Crmsby Jr. deeded to Ephraim Millard Jr. of Rehoboth, 18 acres on the west side and partly in 
Brooks Swamp; and on 19 April 1743 David Bowen deeded to Ephraim Millard Jr. of Rehoboth, hus- 
bandman, five and one half acres on Chestnut Hill near the home of Ephraim Jr., bounded easterly 
by Ephraim Millard(/19) and westerly by land sold this day to Daniel Millard(#27). (Bristol Co., 
Vass. Deeds, Vol. 51, pp. 342, 343) 


In December 1731, Ephraim Millerd, his wife Patience, and their children Peter, Ebenezer, 
and Experience were baptised in the Congregational Church at Rehoboth. Ephraim Jr. was baptised 
there soon after his birth the following June. (Records of the Congregational Church at Rehoboth) 


On 1 April 1788, Ephraim and Martha Filler of Rehoboth conveyed to Ezekial Carpenter, seven 
acres from the north part of their homelot; and on 12 Jan. 1790 Ephraim and Martha Miller (both 
made marks) sold to Barack Bullock eight acres in Rehoboth where Ephraim now dwells, with build- 
ings. Acknowledged by Ephraim on 1% March 1790. (Ibid., Vol. 69, pp. 297, 135) 


In the Federal Census of 1790 Ephraim Miller was listed as a resident of Rehoboth, with a 
household of one male over 16 years and two females.

According to the inscription on his gravestone Elder Daniel Miller was pastor of the First

Barney, two lots in Rehoboth, each on the westerly side of Palmer River, “one being my home- 
stead" of 49 acres and the other, formerly, the land of "our honored father Ephraim Millerd." 
Acknowledged by both at Providence, R.I. on 28 Sept. 1754. (Bristol Co., Mass. Deeds, Vol. 50, 


p. 261) It was about this time that Daniel moved his residence across the town line to Cumber- 
land.

Throughout his mature life Samuel Miller was a leading man in the affairs of the town of 
Milton. For nine years, between 1743 and 1756, he was Representative to the “eneral Court; he 
was moderator of the annual towm-meeting for thirteen years, and selectman for sixteen years. 

In addition he was a Justice of the Peace and was appointed to serve on numerous town committees. 


(History of the Town of Milton, Mass., 1887, by A. K. Teele, pp. 129, 205, 216, 222-4, 234, 283, € 
468) 


In the town records he was designated successively as "Major Miller" in 1734 and as "Col. 
Miller" after 1738. In 1727 he joined the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Boston. 
His commission as Lieutenant-Colonel of the first troop of horse in the Province of l‘assachusetts 
Bay, dated 1736, is the oldest commission displayed in the Company's museum in Faneuil Hall. 


In 1750, as “Samuel Miller Esqr.", he was listed among the taxpayers in the "West End of the 
Town", where he had his residence in the Blue Hill Tract at the point just northwest of the 
intersection of Randolph Avenue and Hillside Street -- about three quarters of a mile north- 
west of Chickatawbut Hill, on tne site of today's No. 11 Hillside. (A History of Milton, 1957, 
by Edward P. Hamilton Jr., p. 230) 


The will of Samuel Miller of Milton, Esquire, dated 3 July 1759, proved 27 March 1761, be- 
queathed to wife Rebecca her living, to be provided by sons Stephen and John “provided she quit- 
claim her one third rights in my estate"; to son Samuel, 100 acres with a house "on the west 
side of my upper farm in Milton"; to son Stephen, "the farm whereon I now dwell", partly in 
Braintree and partly in Milton, also woodlands in Braintree "near my new sawmill", other lands 
and two Negro men named Caesar and Berry; to son John, all other lands, also Negro man named 
Robin; to daughters Rebecca wife of Ebenezer Thayer, and Mehetable wife of Joseph Calif. Execu- 
tors: Rev. Dr. Ebenezer Miller of Braintree, his brother, and sons Stephen and John Miller. 

The inventory of Samuel Miller's estate, filed 1 May 1761, totaled b 5216.15.05, amd he was con-

Collere as aster of Arts in 1722, was ordained deacon in London, Enrland in 1726 and priest in 
1727. That same year he was made Master of Arts at Oxford and was licensed to preach in Massa- 

= chusetts. ‘hereupon he was appointed chaplain to the Duke of Bolton and the first resident 

minister to Braintree. In 1747 he returned to Eneland to receive the Doctor of Divinity degree 
at Cxford. (History of Milton, Mass., 1387, by A. Ke Teele, pp. 130, 254, 355, 6573 History of

Dr. Miller was vreatly devoted to his parish and was an able defender of the Episcopal form 
of worship.

John Read Jr. and Deborah Paget of Reading, Conn. and Charles Morris Esq. of Halifax, N. S. and 
wife Mary also named the same attorneys for this estate. Then on 1 Feb. 1782 Thomas and Deborah 
Legate of Leominster and ‘Jilliam Miller as attorneys sold to John Hancock their rights in a man- 
sion house and land in Court St., being property of Hon. William Read Esq. of Boston deceased. 


(Suffolk Co., Mass. Deeds, Vol. 132, pe 1313 Vol. 143, p. 161) 


Joseph Miller was an innkeeper at Milton; in November 1749 he was listed as a taxpayer in 
the east end of the town of Milton, where he probably lived in the house on Adams Street which 
he had inherited from his father. On 20 Jan. 1738/9 Joseph Miller of Milton, innkeeper, sold 
to Benjamin Fenno Sr. and Benjamin Fenno Jr., 180 square feet in Milton, bounded by land of 
Samuel Miller Esq. deceased (his father #11). (Suffolk Co., Mass. Deeds, Vol. 106, p. 156; 
History of Milton, Mass., 1387, by A. K. Teele, pp. 129, 217) 


On 24 July 1758 Letters of Administration on the estate of Joseph Miller of Milton deceased 
were granted to his son Joseph Miller of Portsmouth, N. H., merchant. On 26 July 1758 the es- 
tate was inventoried at L 241.09.07, including his “mansion house and 15 acres of land together 
with a clock fixed to the Freehold.” On 3 April 1761 the property was distributed to the widow 
and children, Hezekiah, Villiam, John and Joseph Miller, Abigail Hunt, Ruth Vose, and Deborah 
Miller. (Suffolk Co., Mass. Probates, Vol. 53, pp. 546, 5513 Vol. 58, ppe 241-2) On 12 June 
1761 Abigail Miller of Boston, widow and relict of Joseph Miller late of Milton, quitclaimed 

to Joseph Miller (her son) administrator of the estate, her rights in said estate. (Suffolk Co., 
Mass. Deeds, Vol. 96, pn. 193) 


On 1 Aug. 1758 William Miller, over 14 years, son of Joseph Miller of Milton gentleman de- 
ceased, chose as his guardian his mother Abigail Miller of Boston; and on the same date John 
and Deborah Viller, both under 14 years, had their mother appointed as guardian. On 29 Sept. 
1769 ‘Jilliam Miller of Boston, housewright, was appointed guardian to John Miller "age about 
21 years", son of Abigail Miller, "late of Boston, widow, deceased." (Suffolk Co., Mass. Pro- 
bates, Vol. 53, pp. 547, 549, 5503 Vol. 68, p. 299) 


Cn 3 Nov. 1769 division of Abigail Miller's estate was made to Joseph, Hezekiah, William 
and John Miller, Abner Hunt and wife Abigail, Nathaniel Vose and wife Ruth, William Sheppard 
and wife Deborah. The inventory of this estate included land in Hampshire Co., Mass. set off 
to Abigail Miller as her part as heir of John Read late of Boston. (Ibid., Vol. 68, p. 3503 

Chase, op. cit., loc. cit.) 
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Joseph Miller and Abigail Read had seven children:

John and Elizabeth Miller of Milton sold land in Milton: on 3 June 1741, ten acres of wood- 
land to William Peirce of Milton; on 28 Aug. 1741, 38 acres to David Vose of Milton; and on 20 
Jan. 1742, to Samel Miller(#28) 40 acres in the eighty acre Meeting House Pasture, which came 
to John by the will of his father Samuel Miller, late of Milton deceased. On 9 Aug. 1743 John 
and Elizabeth Miller of Milton quitclaimed to Ebenezer Miller(#29) of Braintree, eight acres of 
salt marsh in Milton, the late estate of Samuel and Rebecca Miller father and mother of Ebenezer 
and John. (Suffolk Co., Mass. Deeds, Vol. 65, pp. 58, 2423 Vol. 63, pe 13 Vol. 68, p. 56) 
All the following children of John and Elizabeth Miller were baptised at Christ Church, 
Cuincy, Mass. by their uncle, the Rev. Zbenezer Miller.

During the Revolutionary War Benjamin Millard served four days on the Lexington Alarm; and 
again the following fall he enlisted for a year's service in the Connecticut militia in Capt. 
Thomas Dyer's Co., Col. John Durkee's Reg*t; he served in this outfit one year, one month and 
three days before he was discharged somewhere in New Jersey. (Record of Connecticut Men in the 
Military and Naval Service During the “Jar of the Revolution, 1889, edited by Henry P. Johnston, 
pe 263 Revolutionary Pension Application S 36 146) 


Cn 24 Feb. 1782 Benjamin's father gave him 20 acres in the south part of the father's home- 
stead in Windham; the next year on 7 Feb. 1783 Benjamin bought five acres in Windham, with a 
"mantion" house; and on 19 April 1783 he leased his father's 104 acre farm and in return agreed 
to take care of his parents. On 10 Oct. 1785 after his mother and father had quitclaimed their 
rights in the property, Benjamin Millard sold 40 acres in Windham, being the west part of the 
farm which he had purchased of his father; on 12 Dec. 1785 Benjamin sold to his brother Joseph 
Millard Jr. 20 acres, being a part of the farm "my honored father Mr. Joseph Millard of Windham 
lately owned." On 15 March 1798 Joseph Skiff quitclaimed to Benjamin Millard on 16 acres on 
which "the sd Millard now lives." (Windham, Conn. Deeds, Vol. P, pe 5843; Vol. Q, pe 4445 Vol. 
S, pe 111; Vol. R, p. 2613 Vol. S, pp. 152, 1643 Vol. W, p. 88) 


On 28 June 1820 Benjamin Millar of Windham, Conn. made application for a pension based on 
his military service in the Revolutionary War, He stated that he was then 64 years old, living ee 
with a wife aged 60, and a dependent daughter Sarah aged 32 years. He was in ill health and had 
few possessions. (Revolutionary Pension Application S 36 146) At the time of the 1830 census 
Benjamin was still living in Windham with his daughter Sarah, age 30-40 years. The U.S. Census 
of Pensioners of 1840 lists a Benjamin Willard, age 85 years, head of the family where he was 
residing in Windham on 1 June 1840. (Johnston, op. cit., pe 663) This name is almost certainly 
a misreading of Millard for no Benjamin Willard appears on any other list of Connecticut pension- 
ers whereas Benjamin Millard of Windham would have been almost exactly this age in 1840. Ben- 
jamin's deathdate is not listed in the Windham Vital Records and there is no settlement there 
for his estate. 
In the absence of authoritative evidence the following list of Benjamin Millard's children 
is probably incomplete, and in the case of Delauna may even be overly optimistic. 


Benjamin Millard and Lucretia Brigham had the following probable children:

ii. Sarah, b. at Windham, 14 Aug. 1786, living and unmarried in 1830. 

Elijah Millard was "of Windham" on 6 Apr. 1812, 
when he purchased 53 acres there, and on 27 May 1816, when he witnessed a deed to 
his father Benjamin Millard. (‘/indham, Conn. Deeds, Vol. W, pp. 394, 462) In the 
1820 census of Windham, an Elijah l’iller was listed with a household of two 
persons. No further records at Windham. 

iv. Benjamin, "son of Benjamin Millard", d. at Windham, 28 July 1809 aged 13 yrs. 
Church Records) 
ve DeLauna, m. at Windham, 29 Mar. 1818, Mary Killey. DeLauna and Mary Millard had three 
daughters recorded at Windham: Julia Sophronia, Susan Lucretia and Lydia Louise. 

These last two names certainly suggest the possibility that the little girls were 

grandchildren of Benjamin #32, but no further evidence on this hypothesis has been 

discovered. "Diliela” Miller was listed in the 1820 census of Windham with a 

household of four persons.

Wales for The Detroit Daily Advertiser. 

The printer's announcement between the Old and New Testaments is also interesting and reads

BEGINNERS* GUIDES 


Because a number of requests have been received asking for information about books on genea- 
logical research or the so-called "beginners' guides", the members of the Editorial Staff of The 
Detroit Society for Genealogical Research Magazine were asked to review a number of these books. 
The comments below on each book represent the composite viewpoint of the members of the Editorial 
Staff. Not everyone read each book, but enough people read and reviewed enough books that we 
hope the opinions expressed will be of interest to you. 


Gilbert H. Doane's SEARCHING FOR YOUR ANCESTORS was first published in 1937, revised in 
1948 and revised again in 1960. It may be secured from The University of Minnesota Press, Minne- 
apolis 14 for $3.95. Dr. Doane's book is probably the most popular introduction to genealogy for 
the amateur. It is the standard "how-to" book, with much of the material drawn from Doane exper- 
lence, much of it in New England. It is so well written that many points may be missed in the 
first reading, as the student becomes engrossed in the story and just keeps reading. The appen- 
dix contains bibliographies for the eastern states and military records and so forth. The fact 
that Dr. Doane was recently chosen to succeed the late Dr. Adams as Editor of The New England 
Historical Genealogical Register attests to his scholarship and reputation. 

Oscar F. Stetson's THE ART OF ANCESTOR HUNTING was published in 1936 and is still available 
for purchase at 35.00. One opinion was expressed that Stetson had been most helpful to that 
particular amateur in helping her to organize her family record sheets and charts. It is being 
reprinted by the publisher, as needed, but has not been revised. 

Evan L. Reed*s ‘JAYS AND MEANS OF IDENTIFYING ANCESTORS was also published in 1936 but is no 
longer available except through such sources as Goodspeei or the Genealogical Book Company. One 
copy was purchased recently at $10.00. However, it is quite likely to be available in a library, 
where the amateur may profit from reviewing or studying this book. It contains maps showing 
county outlines, with additional data on dates of organization, etc.3; some reading lists; charts 
by penerations; examples of research; and many factual suggestions. It is not an easy book to 
read, due to the combination of printing processes. However, it is one to keep in mind, after 
other books have failed to give "the" answer. 

D. D. Parker's LOCAL HISTORY: HOW TO GATHER IT, WRITE IT AND PUBLISH IT was published in 
19444 and was purchased, paper-bound, for one dollar. This book is helpful but not essential. 

As its title indicates, it was written for the local historian and not for the genealogist. 
However, some ideas have been presented which can be useful to a genealogical searcher. 

The above titles were all issued many years agoe Dr. Doane's SEARCHING FOR YOUR ANCESTORS 

is the only one that has been kept up-to-date. It is recommended highly. 


A second rroup is comprised of books published primarily for members of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, whose interest in and contributions to genealogy are too 
well known to detail here. Several books by several authors were studied, but only those 
are noted which are of genealogical interest. Whether the emphasis is on the identity of 
ancestors or the compiling of a genealogy of one family from the immigrant down the techniques 
and approaches surgested are applicable by any searcher. 

Included in the group are .e. 

Archibald F. Bennett*s GUIDE FOR GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH (1951), FINDING YOUR FOREFATHERS IN 
AMERTCA (1957), and ADVANCED GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH (1959) were all written from his experience as 
librarian for the big library of The Tenealogical Society of Utah, which is located in Salt Lake 
City. Dr. Bennett has used case histories to present his suggestions. He has also included call 
numbers for the records cited from the Genealogical Society's library, which the reader must 
learn to disregard when using materials in other libraries. These books are priced at $2.25, 
°4.00 and $2.75 respectively. 

Everton Publishers of 526 North Nain St., Logan, Utah, issue the well-known Genealogical 
Helper, a quarterly periodical, whose fall number is the Annual Exchange Edition. They are also 
the publishers of THE HANDY BOOK FOR CENEALOGISTS, originally published in a paper-bound edition 
for $1.00, but now in hard covers for $2.50. THE HANDY BOOK is noteworthy for its maps showing 
county boundaries and the tabulated data on these governmental units, dates of organization, 


parent counties, county seats, etc. Most people who own a HANDY BOOK say they wouldn't be with- 
out it. 
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rs Everton and Rasmuson also compiled THE NEW HOW BOOK FOR GENEALOGISTS. At one time, this 
was available for less than a dollar, paper bound. Recently, it has been “improved" with a 
plastic cover and costs $1.50. Most reviewers found the information already available in other 
sources, as well as this one. 

E. Kay Kirkham published THE ABC*S OF AMERICAN GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH in 1954 (}1.75) and 
the more ambitious RESEARCH IN AMERICAN GENEALOGY, in 1956 which sells for $4.00. The latter 
has reprinted information on counties and on census schedules by states from out-of-print publi- 
cations, which is not available elsewhere. Mr. Kirkham also authored a SURVEY OF AMBRICAN CHURCH 
RECORDS, covering only the area east of the Mississippi River. This is quite apt to be found 
in a genealogical library. 

Noel C. Stevenson is the compiler of two books, SEARCH AND RESEARCH, and THE GENEALOGICAL 
READER. SEARCH AND RESEARCH was originally published in 1951 and when the second edition came 
out in 1959, it had undergone quite thorough revision. It sells for $2.95 and can be described 
as a puide to records and library sources, state by state. THE GENEALOGICAL READER reprints 
articles published in other books and magazines and sold for $2.50. One party was informed that 
it is now out of print. 

Derek Harland is the author of RESEARCH PROCEDURE AND EVALUATION OF EVIDENCE, published 
as volume II of "A Basic Course in Genealogy" in 1959, This has been particularly recommended 
for its discussions of discrepancies and analysis of problems. Mr. Harland's Enelish back- 
fround and his greater familiarity with that area are reflected in this book. Volume I offers 
material of specific interest to study groups among the Latter-Day Saints. 

The Deseret Book Company or Bookcraft Publishers of Salt Lake City, or iverton Publishers 
of Logan, Utah can probably supply any of the books in this group. 


Four recent publications of general interest were also studied by the members of the Lditor- 
ial Staff. The first of these was a small pamphlet issued in 1953 by the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, titled IS THAT LINEACE RIGHT? Primarily intended as a 
help for chapter registrars, it included many suggestions for amateur searchers. It has been 
available through the national headauarters of the D.A.R., at 1776 D Street, Washington 6, D.C., 
for fifty cents. 

Dr. Russell E. Bidlack*s FIRST STEPS IN CLIMBINS THE FAMILY TREE was first given as an 

ee address for the genealogy section of the first Local History Conference in Detroit in 1958. It 
was later published by The Detroit Society for “enealogical Research and can be secured for 41.00 
or 60¢ to members. Dr. Bidlack's introduction is most comprehensive; his illustrations and 
examples were taken from his own searching of southern records; a section on library organiza- 
tion is included; and any searcher will find it interesting, no matter how extensive his exper- 
ience. 

KNOw YOUR ANCESTCRS was published in 1959, in mimeorraphed form, by the author, Mrs. Lk. Gray 
Villiams of 730 Parker %t., Kalamazoo 56, Michigan. It is an outline of material used for an 
adult education course in genealogy in Kalamazoo, containing many, many outlines and bibliograph- 
ical references. Irs. ‘Jilliams informed us that the second edition is to be published by the 
Tuttle Company of Vermont, with a probable price of 35.00. 
1960 was ushered in with a publication that is probably the most-awaited and the most am- 
bitious genealogical project we will see for many years. The American Society of Genealogists 
(an elected group of 50 outstanding genealogists, chosen on the basis of the quantity and quality 
of their published works in the field of American genealogy) has long been working on the plan 
for this book, called GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH: METHODS AND SCURCES. Each chapter in the book is 
written by an expert in that particular field. Some were written many years ago, but later re- 
vised before publication. Some are “fresh off the cuff". The first section of the book is 
general and introductory. The second is probably the one which will be used most, with its 
chapters on sources for each of the original thirteen states, which are factual and detailed. 
In addition, separate sections are found on foreign sources and heraldry. It is quite under- 
standable that the editors were unable to index this book; indeed, it was a trojan effort to get 
it into print. This is not the guide for the beginner's first study. But any beginner who feels 
his interest growing and his determination strengthening, might just as well break down and spend 
$5.50 for this excellent book. As a seasoned searcher, he will need it and he might just as well 
get it now. It is sold by The American Society of Genealogists, c/o Miss Thekla Stephan, 5303 - 
14th St., Washington 11, D.C. 


Whether you purchase books for your own library, borrow from a friend or study them at a 
library, you'll probably find the time well spent. At least, we understand some of the sditor- 
sy jal Staff made purchases or reported new ideas which were really helpful. Going to try it?

A HOSLEY (HORSLEY) QUESTION OF IDENTIFICATION 


"I think my Revolutionary ancestor must have been Swiss -- his name was Hosley -- and I 
wish I knew more about him." A question brought out that said ancestor lived in Vermont and 
this searcher had set out to prove that a Revolutionary Vermonter was probably not Swiss. 


JOSEPH HOSLEY JR. of Westminster (Mass.) was published to ABIGAIL KENDALL of Lancaster on 
22 Feb. 1766 and, as Joseph Horsley, married her on 24 July 1766. He may have been the Joseph 
Horsley of Princeton who marched on the Lexington Alarm on 19 Apr. 1775 and served 12 days at 
that time. (Mass. Soldiers and S2ilors 82261) 

In 1790 a Joseph Hosley appeared in the census at Leicester, Vermont, with 3 males over 16 
and 3 females in his family. In 1800, Joseph Horseley was listed at Salisbury, Vt., with 1 male 
16-26 and 1 female 10-16 and he and his wife both aged over 45. On 11 Oct. 1803, an Abigail 
Hosley m. Jesse Foot at Salisbury (Vermont VR), who may have been the girl, 10-16 years in 1800. 


From a penealogy of the Chapman family (1854), we get a list of 8 children of Kendall Hos- 
ley who m. 4 July 1829 Deborah Spencer, dau. of Reuben and Mercy (Chapman) Spencer, b. 2& Dec. 
1809 in Oneida Co., New York. Two children died in infancy and the other 6 were named Merrill, 
Wayne, Amarette, Burr, Mariette, Jay, and Jennet. No Vermont connection is indicated. 

An 1896 history of Ingham and Livingston Counties (Michigan) states that JOSEPH HOSLEY, a 
native of Vermont, with wife SARAH NORTHROP, a native of New York, and their son William, b. 

7 July 1821 at Sullivan, Madison Co., N.Y., settled at Oak Grove and then at Howell, in Living- 
ston County, Michigan. Joseph Hosley's first purchase of land was 411.4 acres in Deerfield 
Township, which probably became the two farms listed on the 1844 tax list of 252 acres to 
William Hosley and 160 acres to Joseph. 

Holland Hosley, who witnessed a marriage in 1844 in Tuscola Twp., Livingston Co., Michigan 
was probably another son of Joseph and Sarah, as "Darah Jane, wife of Holland C. Hosley", who 
died 17 Apr. 1856, ae 26 yrs 5 mos 4 da, is buried in Boutell Cemetery, Cohochtah Township, é 
beside Joseph and Sarah. ‘Ye know nothing further about Holland. 


It is pure conjecture that Joseph who married Sarah Northrop was a son af Joseph of Leices- 
ter, Vt., but all other seresag~peeley fam} lies in ees ye been identified: namely, Asa 


in Townshend in 1800 who was Asa’ (| siian®, Joseph’, James~,~+); Asa's father, William, in Ply- 
mouth in 18003 and David in Whitingham in 1800, who was in all probability a brother of William. 


There are other Joseph Hosleys who may have had some connection with Joseph who married 
Sarah Northrop. In 1671 a Joseph Horsley married Mary Creassee at Rowley, Mass. and was listed 
as a freeholder of Rowley in 1677. As Joseph Hosly, he received land in Narragansett Township 
No. 6 (now Templeton, Mass.) for service in King Philip's War. A daughter Elizabeth was re- 
corded in Rowley in 1672 and there may have been other children who left descendants. 

In 1790, in Rensselaerswick, in Albany Co., N.Y., another Joseph Hosley appeared with 8 
males over 16, 6 males under 16 and 14 females in his household. Rensselaerswick is close 
enough to Vermont that an attempt was made to secure further data. To date, no information 
has been found: no vital records, no deeds, no probates. And a household of 28 persons is 
large enough to whet anyone's curiosity! 


Of 26 heads of Horsley-Hosley households in the 1790 census, 12 in Massachusetts have been 
identified. All are in the 3rd or 4th generations of the James Horsley of Dorchester family, 
and James Horley of Hancock, N.H., also belongs to this group. In Amherst Co., Virginia, we 
find 3 brothers who spelled the name Horsley. We still need to find something about ...«.. 
MATTHEW HOSELEY of Fayette Co., Ky.3; 2 THOMAS HORSLYS of Baltimore and Queen Ann's Co., Md.; 
JOSEPH of Rensselaerswick with his large family; a LEONARD HOSLEY in Lehigh Twp., Northampton 
Co., Pa.$; 4 Virginians, RICHARD HORSELEY of Frederick Co., GEORGE HORSLEY of New Kent Co., 
and RICHARD and JAMES HORSLEY, obgth of Halifax Co.; and JOSEPH of Leicester, Vt., who may have 
been the son of Joseph? (James? »-) in the Dorchester family.

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REPORT OF MEETINGS

The Society began its twenty-fifth year with the meeting of September 10. Past President 
Keith H. Etcher served as moderator for an audience discussion of “Results of Summer Genealog- 
ical Searching." 

Mrs. Raymond Hanneman told of work of herself and husband. She finished compiling her 
Landgraf and Kennedy family histories into book form, to include many photographs and letters, 
also newspaper clippings. A complete copy of John Kennedy's diary is an important part of his 
family's history. Mr. and Mrs. Hanneman also went to the cemetery at Meade, Michigan (in 
Macomb County) and copied inscriptions for our Magazine. It was cold out there. 

Mr. Clinton A. Springer explained that he had felt only a casual interest in genealogy 
during the lifetime of his wife, who was Mrs. Hilah Eddy Springer, our member. But since then 
he has become increasingly absorbed in her work on her ancestral lines and his own, with the 
result that he has been adding to her work. He has also joined our Society. He has a book, 
Giffen Genealogic Family History, by Rev. J. WN. Giffin, published 1927. It goes back into 
Scotland to 1370. He has been bringing it down to date and now has 20 pages of additions. 
Besides Springer and Giffen, others of his family names are Downing, Canterbury, and Kenfield 
(or Kentfield). He expects to go to Massachusetts soon, for material on his mother's lines. 

Mrs. Keith H. Etcher announced that she always tries to go along with her husband's 
interests. They had a summer trip to Cleveland, Ohio, and spent much time in libraries there, 
and particularly at the library of Western Reserve Historical Society. She paid high tribute 
to the librarians for their friendliness and helpfulness. 

Mrs. Joseph P. Thompson did research in Hudson, Michigan, as she has for many summers. 
She works particularly with the files of the Hudson Gazette, now the Hudson Post-Gazette, and 
thereby has delved deeply into the Civil War, as involving the Fountain family. William T. 5. 
Schermerhorn, once editor of this newspaper, has left a granddaughter, Miss Jane Schermerhorn, 
now writer with the Detroit News. 

Mrs. S. D. Jones has a photostat of the will of her great-great-great-grandfather, Lemuel 

Ed Stewart, a Revolutionary soldier who was at the surrender of Fort Ticonderoga. He was given as 
bounty a huge tract of land in Ontario County,New York. His son, her great-great-grandfather, 
was James Stewart, M.D., who came from Massachusetts to this New York region, and next, in 
1836, on to Chelsea, Michigan, becoming the first physician there. He died intestate, but, 
because he owed a small bill, his name is in probate records. Mrs. Jones expects to study her 
Stewarts further this month, at Canandaigua, New York, and in Williamstown, Massachusetts, when 
she takes her son back to school. 

Mrs. Celia Freiberg visited this summer the cemetery of her Stevens family on the back of 
a farm near Port Byron, Cayuga County, New York. Silas Stevens, Sr., was of Brookfield, 
Massachusetts. But Silas, Jr., came to Cayuga County. He married Mary Patrick, and their son 
James married Jane Teft. This latter couple became Mrs. Freiberg's great-grandparents. She 
was fortunate recently to be given much Teft material from her fourth cousin, who is not, 
however, a Teft descendant. This relative had copied it along with material of her own line, 
realizing there was some connection and that she might be helping someone. Mrs. Freiberg and 
her fourth cousin are great-great-granddaughters of two sisters, Hannah and Abigail Robinson, 
respectively, and through them descendants of John Robinson, the Pilgrim clergyman who died in 
Leyden, Holland, before he could come to the New World. 

This fine program inspired much talking in little groups after the meeting's end. 


At the annual meeting of the American Association for State and Local History at Iowa 
City in September, the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research was designated as one 
of five “specialized societies" to receive an Award of Merit from the Association. We 
proudly quote: “Designed to pay tribute to those people who promote a better under- 
standing of America's heritage at the local level, these awards are given annually to 
individuals and groups deemed worthy by reason of outstanding achievement or signifi- 
cant new project in the field of state and local history."
